Picard, Long Jim Barnes, Billy Burke, Willie Mac- 
Farlane, Bobby Cruikshank, Harry Cooper, Olin 
Dutra, Leo Diegel, Tommy Armour, Wild Bill Mel- 
horn, Joe Turnesa, and such British entries as George 
Duncan and Abe Mitchell. 

“Fully to understand -just how good Jones had to be, you 
must understand the competitive brilliancy of Walter Hagen 
and Gene Sarazen in these years. Hagen, one of the in- 
comparables, won the U. S. Open in 1914 and again in 1919. 
He won four British Opens. He was a true great. Yet from 
1920 through 1930 the amazing Haig was never able to 
lead Jones in a U. S. Open, or beat him to the wire in a 
British Open. Gene Sarazen, still a great golfer, beat Bob 
by a stroke in 1922 at Stokie, but that was his only triumph. 

“The golfers who beat Jones from 1922 through 1930 
included such names as Gene Sarazen, Cyril Walker, Willie 
MacFarlane, Tommy Armour and Johnny Farrell.
